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PROPOSED DECISION

.On January 17, 1968, the Commission issued its Proposed Decision in

this claim against the Goverr=ent of Cuba, denylng this claim for failure

of proof. Claimant thereafter submitted additional evidence and informa-

tion in support of this claim. The matter havlng, been reconsidered, it is

ORDERED that..the Proposed Decision of the Commission be, and the same

is amended to read as fol!ows:

Claimant, CARL W. JO~S, who owned a participation interest in the

Cuban Venezuelan Oil Voti~g Trust, asserts a claim under Title V of the

international Claims Settlement Act of 1949, as amended, against the

Goverr~nent of Cuba. because of its mationalizatlon of said Trust.

In our decision entitled the Claim of Felix He~.~r.en (Claim No. CU-0412

which we incorporate herein by reference),.we held that the properties

owned or controlled by the Trust were nationalized or otherwise taken by

the Goverr~:nt of Cuba on November 23, 1959, and that this type of claim

is compensable to an American natior~al under the facts and conditi0rs set

forth therein. We need not again detail here the. reasons or the method

On the bas£s of evidence in the record in the instant case, the Com-

mission finds that this clalm~z.t co~meswlthln the terms of the He~a__~n

decision; that he was an American national at the requisite times; that he

has been the owner of 1,300 units of participation in the Cuban Venezuelan
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Oil Voting Trust since prior to November 23, 1959; and that he suffered a

loss in the amount of $155.62 within the meaning of Title V of the Act.

Further, the Con~nission finds that the amount of loss sustained shall be

increased by interest thereon at the rate of 6% per annum from November 23,

1959, the date of loss, to the date on which provisions are made for the

settlement thereof. (See He__e~, ~.)

The following certification of loss will be entered and in all other

respects the Proposed Decision is affirmed.

CERTIFICATION OF LOSS

The Commission certifies that CARL W. JONES suffered a loss, as a

result of actions of the Government of Cuba, within the scope of Title V

of the International Claims Settlement Act of 1949, as amended, in the

amount of One Hundred Fifty-five Dollars and Sixty-two Cents ($155.62)

with interest at 6% per annum from November 23, 1959, the date of loss,

to the date of settlement.

Section 502~3) of the Act provides:

Theterm ~property~ means any property, right, or
interest including any leasehold interest, and
debts owed by the Government of Cubs or by enter-
prises which hsve been nationalized, expropriated,
intervened, or taken by the Government of Cuba and
debts which are a charge on.property which has
been nationalized, expropriated, intervened, or
taken by the Government~of Cuba.

Section 504 of the Act provides, as to ownership of clalma, that

(s) A claim shall not be considered under section 503(a)
of this tltle unless the property on which the �lalm
was based was omed wholly or partlally,:.dlrectly or
indirectly by s national of the UnltedStates on ~he
date of the loss and if considered shall be considered
only to the extent the claim hss been held by one or ~
more natlonals of the United States continuously ~here-
after until the date of filing with the Com~L~sslon.

The Regulationsof the Commission provide:

The claimant shall be the moving party and shall have
the burden of proof on all issues involved in the
determination of his claim. (FCSC Reg., 45 C.F R.
§531.6(d) (Supp.¯ 196~)0)

C!~imant asserts the ownership and icss~0f a stock interest in the

Cuban Venezuelan 0il Voting Trust. However, otherthsn.a copy of c!aim-

ant’s birth certlficat~, no documentary evidence was submitted in sup~

p~rt of the claim, filed on i~y l~ 1967. Accordingly, by Commission

letter of September ~5, 1967~ claimant was advised as to th~ type of

evidenceproper forsubmission to establish this clai~ under th~ Act.

~o evidence in response to this correspondence has been recelve~ to

d~te.

.. On October ~4, 19~7~ claimant was invited to submit any evidence

available to him within $5 days from that date, and he was informed

that,.absentsuchevidence, it might become necess~yto determine

thecl~Im on the basis of the existing record. No evidence has since

been submitted.
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The Commission finds that claimant has not met the burden of

proof in that he has failed to establish o~nership of rights and In-

terests in property ~hich ~as nationalized, expropriated or otherwise

taken by the Government of Cuba. Accordingly, this claim is denied.
